Since 1882, the members of Aleppo Temple had dreamed of their own Mosque where they could have 
all the Shrine activities in one location. For over fifty years, the Temple's famed Ceremonials were held at 
Mechanics Building in downtown Boston until 1958 when Aleppo had to move out because of urban 
renewal plans for a new high rise complex (Prudential Center). Boston's huge Commonwealth Amory 
became the site of the Ceremonials from 1969 thru 1976, with administrative offices at 569 Boylston Street 
in Copley Square. 

During 1974 news reached Aleppo's Nobility that Commonwealth Amory's public use was to be 
restricted, and the decision focused the Divan's attention on finding new Ceremonial facilities. Aleppo's 
building committee was moved by the question, "When are we going to have our own building?" At the time 
the new Mosque saga began, Aleppo was the sixth largest Shrine temple in North America, and it was 
homeless. 

Officers and members of Aleppo began to look at "For Sale" properties. There was not a formal or official 
group working for Aleppo. However, concerned members took the problem very seriously because of the 
needs of the Shriners’ vast numbers of parading units and their rehearsal, practice and warehousing 
requirements. 

In the year Illustrious Lou Roazen was Potentate, 1975, the Barbo Furniture property in Wilmington came 
to light. Ed Borenstein knew the property was up for sale. He went to Colonel Malcolm Stevens of the 
Uniformed Units, and had Stevens and Harold Larson, Second Ceremonial Master, look at the property. 
The three Shriners felt someone on the Divan should look and see what could be done to promote the 
purchase of the Barbo property. 

Noble Edward T. Johnston, High Priest and Prophet, was approached for his support of the proposed 
Mosque which would be discussed in the high councils of the Aleppo Divan. After seeing the Barbo 
property, Johnston agreed with them that this was the ideal place with 65 acres of land and 100,000 sq. 
ft. of building space. Other nobles visited the site including Jim Murray, Jim Winton, Past Potentate Willard 
Lombard and Recorder Harvey Waugh. Within a few weeks, Aleppo's building committee held a meeting 
to discuss the Barbo property. Ill. Sir Robert Gardiner Wilson, III, Past Potentate, was Chairman, and he 
helped obtain an acknowledgement from Ill. Potentate Lou Roazen for Aleppo Temple to proceed with the 
real estate inquiries. 

The real estate team of Johnston, Stevens, Borenstein and Larson asked the Divan to examine the 
property firsthand. Potentate Roazen and Chief Rabban Donald W. Vose visited the Wilmington property. 
The building committee voted to proceed with the acquisition. 

On March 23, 1976, Aleppo Temple held an informal "open house" party for the Nobility to see and learn 
about the possibilities of a new Shrine Mosque developing from the present Barbo structure. There was 
a determined group who felt if Aleppo did not purchase this property, it would be along time before anything 
else would come along. The building committee felt it was a good location, but that was one of the 
objections. Many felt the Aleppo home should be closer to Boston, perhaps on the South Shore, in Newton, 
possibly Needham. No matter where the building committee went someone would object to it because it 
wasn't the ideal location. 

The Aleppo Search Committee made several on site visitations, but none of the property offered could 
hold a candle to what was being offered in Wilmington. The Barbo property of 65 acres and building, and 
the $1.2 million price tag seemed to be the best deal. . 

The building committee talked with Chief Rabban Donald W. Vose and asked his advice. Vose was for 
a new Mosaue, but being a man who believed in protocol, would not say anything publicly for or against 
it. He went along with whatever was the Potentate's wish and said he wouldn't make a firm decision until 
he was Potentate.

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Shriners Hospitals for Children is an 
international hospital system with 19 
orthopaedic hospitals, three burn hos- 
pitals, and one hospital providing ortho- 
paedic, burn and spinal cord injury 
care, located throughout the United 
States, Canada and Mexico. All 22 
Shriners Hospitals are dedicated to pro- 
viding expert, specialized care to chil- 
dren under 18 absolutely free of charge. 
Shriners Hospitals are actively involved 
in orthopaedic and burn research and 
have been pioneers in some of the most 
advanced techniques for the treatment 
of orthopaedic problems and severe 
burns. 


ince its founding, the Shrine has 
always supported charitable 
activities, and in the early 1900s, when 
the Shrine became a truly international 
organization, desire grew for the Shrine 
to establish its own official philanthropy. 

Shriners at the 1919 Imperial Coun- 

cil Session voted to establish a “Shriners 
Hospital for Crippled Children,” to treat 
orthopaedic injuries, diseases and birth 
defects in children. It was to be support- 
ed by a yearly $2 assessment from each 
Shriner. The committee named to deter- 
mine the site and personnel for the 
Shriners Hospital concluded, after 
months of research and debate, that 
there should be not just one hospital but 
a network of hospitals throughout North 
America. It was an idea that appealed to 
Shriners, who liked to do things in a big 
and colorful way. When the committee 
brought its proposal to the 1921 Imperi- 
al Session in Des Moines, lowa, it too 
was passed. 

The first Shriners Hospital opened in 
Shreveport, La., in 1922, and by the end 
of the decade, 13 more hospitals were in 
operation. Today, there are 19 Shriners 
Hospitals serving as major referral cen- 
ters for complex orthopaedic treatments 
for children. 

During the 1950s, Shriners found 
themselves able to provide additional 
services, and Shrine leaders, looking for 
other ways they could help the children 
of North America, became aware of the 
lack of medical expertise in burn care. 
Each year, thousands of children are dis- 
figured or killed by severe burns. 

In the mid-1960s, 40 years after 
opening its first orthopaedic Shriners 
Hospital, the Shrine opened three 


Shriners Hospitals specializing in burn 
care. Each of these specialized hospitals 
has the three-fold mission of helping 
children, conducting burn research and 
training medical personnel in the treat- 
ment of burns. 

The burn Shriners Hospitals are pio- 
neers in burn treatment. They are 
actively involved in the development of 
innovative techniques that will continue 
to revolutionize the treatment of severe- 
ly burned children. 

Shriners Hospitals have been actively 
engaged in clinical research from the 
beginning, but in the early 1960s, the 
Shrine began earmarking funds for basic 
and clinical research. Since that time, 
Shriners Hospitals have been at the van- 
guard of orthopaedic and burn research. 

In the early 1980s, the Shrine discov- 
ered yet another way it could help chil- 
dren: by opening the nation’s first spinal 
cord injury centers expressly for chil- 
dren. At the three spinal cord injury 
units in the Philadelphia, Chicago and 
Sacramento Shriners Hospitals, young 
people with spinal cord injuries can find 
not only the specialized medical care 
needed for rehabilitation, but also hope, 
inspiration and strength. 

In 1996, Shrine Representatives vot- 
ed to change the name of their philan- 
thropy to Shriners Hospitals for Chil- 
dren, to reflect the expanded range of 
services provided by Shriners Hospitals. 
As Shriners Hospitals look toward the 
next century, they do so prepared to con- 
tinue their special brand of care for chil- 
dren in need. 

The rules for all the Shriners Hos- 
pitals are simple: Any child can be 
admitted to a Shriners Hospital if, in the 
opinion of surgeons, the child can be 
helped and if the child is under 18 years 
of age. Shriners Hospitals are open to all 
children without regard to race, religion 
or relationship to a Shriner. 


To date, Shriners Hospitals have 
treated more than 575,000 children with 
orthopaedic and burn problems, and are 
providing care to more than 175,000 
active patients — all absolutely free of 
charge. Shriners Hospitals have been 
called the “World’s Greatest Philan- 
thropy,” and have become known as the 
heart and soul of the Shrine.

In 1998, Shriners Hospitals for 
Children will spend more than $1.25 mil- 
lion per day to provide orthopaedic, burn 
and spinal cord injury care, conduct 
research and continue the hospital recon- 
struction program. 

The operating budget for 1998 
increased by 8.6 percent, from $359 mil- 
lion in 1997 to $390 million for 1998, 
including $21 million allocated for 
research. The amount budgeted for capi- 
tal expenditures for 1998 is $67 million, a 
$1 million increase over 1997. 

As part of the hospital reconstruction and LN} 
renovation program that was begun in the early Ne 
1980s, the Joint Boards of Directors and 
Trustees approved the construction of a new SN} 
facility in Mexico City, to replace the current eo 
hospital building. The new facility will provide 
additional Space to meet the needs of the many 
patients at that hospital. All of the other Shriners 
Hospitals, 21 have either been rebuilt or totally g 
renovated, with only one hospital still under S 
construction — the burn hospital in Boston. 
ee iG is scheduled for completion in early 1399, 

€w Shriners Hospital in Philadelphia is com- 
plete and was dedicated in April. 

Over the past 75 years, Shriners Hospitals S 
have provided advanced medical care to more v 
than 975,000 children at no charge. With the revolu- 
tionary changes in medical care over the years, 
and the increasing number of children receiving S 
help at Shriners Hospitals, the Shrine decided 
in the early 1980s to rebuild or renovate all of its 
hospitals to enable them to continue providing expert 


care for orthopaedic, spinal cord injury and burn 
patients.

The Shrine was founded August 13, 1870, by 
two Scottish Rite Masons, William J. Florence, one 
of that era's most prominent actors, and Dr. Walter 
M. Fleming. On June 16, 1871, eleven other Scot- 
tish and York Rite Masons were received into the 
Order of the Mystic Shrine, and in 1872, the first 
formally organized Temple in the United States, 
Mecca, located in New York City, was formed. The 
Shrine was started for fellowship and fraternity and 
has thrived under the mantle of pageantry, ritual 
and ceremony. It has grown from the original 
thirteen founding Shriners to over 900,000 mem- 
bers in more than 180 Temples located throughout 
the North American Continent. 

The Shrine's own history states, that "despite its 
name, it is as American as Apple Pie," and its 
diverse membership and objectives, goals and 
entrance requirements certainly bear out this 
description. It supports our Government. It re- 
quires a belief in God of all its members. It loves 
children and devotes most of its energy and re- 
sources to assisting and healing those who are 
handicapped. 

Before becoming a Shriner, a potential member 
must complete three Masonic degrees accompa- 
nied by a series of tests after which he becomes a 
“Master Mason." After becoming a Master Mason 
an aspiring Shriner must then proceed through the 
rituals of the Scottish or York Rites, both being 
Masonic organizations that confer "degrees" on 
their members after elaborate dramatic rituals. 
Only after all this, a Mason may apply to become a 
Shriner. 

Despite the belief by some that the Shrine is a 
religion; it is not. It does practice quasi-religious 
rites that are as secret as the passwords that admit 
members to official ceremonies and serve as a 
form of communication understood only by Shrin- 
ers. Its rituals are carefully and colorfully staged 
with Shriners wearing ornate oriental robes, gowns 
and medals in their meeting halls called Temples 
or Mosques, with exotic Arabic names. Its pag- 
eantry and long, colorful parades have become a 
part of America's folklore and the spectacular floats 
and motorized units, the precision marching corps, 
the intricate maneuvers of highly-trained horses, 
the crowd pleasing music of bands, drum and 
bugle groups, have pleased and made millions of 
spectators happy with spine-tingling sensations. 

Members of the Mystic Shrine, since the begin- 
ning, were permitted to wear an emblem that was 
distinctive and would set them apart from others. 
This is the Shriner's Red Fez - which they are all

proud of and cherish. It is worn at all official 
functions and pageantries and is an important part 
of the Order's tradition. 

The Shrine, as a great Fraternal Order, started 
as a fun order in 1872 but found its soul in 1921 
when the dream of its planners and thinkers be- 
came a reality when a resolution for the establish- 
ment of the Shriners Hospitals for Crippled Chil- 
dren was adopted unanimously at the 46th Annual 
Session of the Imperial Shrine Council in Portland, 
Oregon. This indeed was the vehicle needed to 
make the Shrine something far greater than a mere 
playground for Masons! The Shrine Hospitals 
began with the opening of the first one In Shre- 
veport, Louisiana, in 1922, and has grown to 22 
Orthopedic and Burns Hospitals, located through- 
out North America. It was decided at the very 
outset that the hospitals would be open to all 
children, regardless of race or creed whose par- 
ents were unable to pay for needed surgical, 
medical and hospital facilities. This great humani- 
tarian project has, throughout the years, become 
one of the world's finest philanthropies. With vision 
and wisdom, today's Shrine leaders are making 
plans for extensive research facilities to help dis- 
cover the "whys" and reasons for various diseases, 
as well as the needed treatment. 

The good the Shrine does at its hospitals can be 
measured in terms of the lives it changes. They are 
great in number and have found happiness! 

The Nobles that make up the Shrine come from 
all walks of life and include foremost leaders of 
business, the professions and Government.
